NOT A BAD IDEA 


A plan to reward careful automobile drivers with 


an "A-l': rating has been suggested at Harrisburg. 


The bill of Senator Charles P. Bartlett, of North- 


ampton, already presented to the 1941 legislature, 
would set up three other classifications of drivers de- 
pending on the number of violations recorded over a 
twelve-month period. 


"There are 48 states where motorists who violate 


traffic rules arc punished, but there isn't one state 
where a motorist is rewarded because he hasn't viol- 
ated the rules." the senator says. "So why shouldn't 
Pennsylvania be the first state to reward the careful 
driver?" 


Banlett's bill would give ail motorists who have 


not been arrested for motor code violation in the pre- 
viou.- twelve- months a card rating him as a class "A" 
driver. 
Motorists who had one violation during the 


previous year would be listed in class "B" and would 
receive an optrci'i/'r's card with the upper left corner 
cut off. 
Those who had been arrested twice would
